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About this Report

The Center for Health Information and Analysis (CHIA) reports on the financial performance of the Commonwealth’s acute care hospitals,
associated hospital health systems (HHS), and affiliated physician organizations. This report provides a quarterly update on profitability,
liquidity, and solvency for the period ending December 31, 2018. Data regarding HHS and physician organizations help develop a more
complete understanding of the financial performance of an acute hospital in the context of the larger health system within which it
operates. This report includes 23 of the 24 HHS required to submit data. Trinity Health did not submit the required HHS data; however,
Trinity did submit hospital and physician organization data. Steward Health Care, Shriners Hospital for Children and Tenet Healthcare are
not included in this report as those organizations have a December 31 fiscal year end and as such, the data is not due until April 10, 2019.
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All hospital cohorts reported a median
current ratio above 1.0, an indication that they

Profitability — Hospital Health Systems and Physician Organizations

Of the 23 hospital health systems that reported data, only 10 reported a profit. Of the 13 systems that reported a loss, seven reported a
positive operating margin, indicating that non-operating income is an important factor in overall financial performance. The majority of HHS
affiliated physician organizations (43 out of 46) reported a net loss.

For most of the hospital health systems included in this report, this data reflects their first quarter results and may not be indicative of their
final annual financial performance.
